Officers Find More Bodies In Fruit Orchards

YUBA CITY, Calif. (AP) — 


Eight more bodies have been 
dug up in fruit orchards near 
here, bringing to 20 the number 
found along the Feather River, 
law enforcement officers said. 


"It seems there's no end to 


them," a weary deputy sheriff 
said as the toll mounted Thur- 
sday. 


Sheriff Roy D. Whiteaker said 


three more bodies were found 
Thursday afternoon for a total of 
15. 


Later, a Yuba City policeman 


and a deputy sheriff said the 


number of bodies rose to 20 as 
night fell. 


"Somewhere around here 


we've got one hell of a crime 
scene," the policeman said. 


Both asked that they not be 


identified as Whiteaker directed 
that others not comment on the 
case. The sheriff 
refused 


comment on whether the ad- 
ditional five bodies had been 
found. 


He called a news conference 


for 10 a.m. PDT today. 


Whiteaker had said the first 15 


bodies were of transient farm 
workers or drifters ranging in 


age from 40 to 63. All had been 
hacked to death on the back of 
the head by a machete or 
similar weapon. 


There were no descriptions of 


the latest five bodies. 


Isolated in a Yuba City jail 


and charged Wednesday with 10 
of the murders was Juan V. 
Corona, 37, of Yuba City, who 
spent three months in a state 
mental hospital in 1956. 


There still was no apparent 


motive 
for 
the 
macabre 


slayings. 


The three bodies reported by 


Whiteaker were in crude, 


shallow graves in peach and 
plum orchards. "I have no idea" 
how long the search will con- 
tinue, the sheriff said. 


Officers worked in cool rain 


Thursday, using a tractor- 
driven trench digger, then 
shovels to find three bodies. 


Suspected graves have been 


discovered during 
general 


searches by lawmen and far- 
mers in a mile-square area 
along the Feather River five 
miles north of Yuba City. 
Whiteaker described them as 
"indentations" in the soil. 


He declined to say whether 


officers 
had 
probed 
any 


suspected sites and found them 
empty. 


"We do believe there are some 


more areas that need to be 
checked out and searched," said 
the sheriff, who refused to 
discuss any aspect of Corona's 
involvement other than to say 
"we're certain he committed the 
murders." 
Corona, a native of Mexico, has 
operated a farm labor con- 
tracting service off and on for 15 
years in Yuba City, collecting 
crews for ranchers at harvest 
time. With his wife and four 


daughters, aged 4 through 8, he 
lived in a three year-old, $22,000 
tract home. 


His wife Gloria described him 


as a good husband and father 
who couldn't kill anyone. 


"I love him and always will 


want him back home. He. . . 
couldn't have done anything like 
this," she said. 


Sutter County Superior Court 


records disclosed that Corona, 
then 22, was committed to 
Dewitt State Hospital at Auburn, 
about 50 miles to the southeast, 
on Jan. 16,1956, at the request of 
his brother, Natividad, and two 


doctors who gave a tentative 
.diagnosis of schizophrenia. 


Corona was released as 


"recovered" three months and 
two days later. 


It also was learned that 


Corona and his brother were 
sued for $800,000 in damages a 
year ago by Jose Romero Raya 
who claimed the brothers 
severely beat him. A judge in 
nearby Marysville awarded 
$250,000 in still unpaid damages, 
calling the case "one of the most 
vicious to come before the 
court." No criminal charge was 
filed. 


Up to this morning, five of the 


victims were known to have 
been identified The job was 
complicated by varying stages 
of decomposition of the bodies 
and the fact that most were 
believed to have been transients 
and drifters. 


The first body was found May 


20, eight were 
unearthed 


Tuesday and three more were 
discovered Wednesday. 


Most of the men were fully 


dressed with their shirts pulled 
up over extended arms, but

For the second time in two 


weeks, the Federal Bureau of 
Recla ation plans to release 
water over the Shasta Dam 
spillway this Sunday. 


On May 16, some 600 acre-feet 


of water poured over the Shasta 
drumgates. That was the first 
spill over the drumgates since 
1963 and some 20,000 visitors 
came to the dam to watch and 
photograph the rare occurrence. 


Since then, runoff from the 


snow melt in the Cascade 
mountains has brought the lake 
level to within a foot of the top of 
the dam. To keep the lake from 
rising further, the Bureau will 
again release water over the 
spillway starting at 1 p.m. 
Sunday. 


Between 1 and 7 p.m., ap- 


proximately 300 acre-feet of 
water will cascade 600 feet down 
the 
spillway 
into 
the 


Sacramento River at the rate of 
about 4,500 gallons per second.

Authority Discusses Drug Problem

"When you see the kids going 


from the good time drugs to 
reds, then heroin is right behind. 


"And your young people tell 


me today that reds are really 
popular here — now." 


That's the way Don Juhl of the 


Aquarian Effort put it last night 
when talking to Red Bluff's drug 
awareness group. 


What it means is that kids in 


Red Bluff are following a pretty 
well established pattern of going 
from the fun highs of LSD, 
marijuana and amphetamines, 
into the "I don't care-it doesn't 


matter" world of downers; the 
barbiturates and tranquilizers. 


"When you get downers well 


established in a community," 
the Sacramento drug center 
counselor said, "then look out, 
brother. You're on the way 
down." 


Juhl, speaking in a low-keyed 


but dynamic fashion, admitted 
that some of the truths about 
patterns among drug users are 
hard to take. But he stressed 
they must be taken for what they 
are before anything can be done 
to combat potential progression, 
on a large local scale, to more 


dangerous drugs, heroin in 
particular. 


What he said about the drug 


scene here today was in 
response to a question from one 
in the audience which filled city 
council 
chambers. 
Mostly 


adults, they listened intently to 
Juhl while he touched on many 
subjects related to drug abuse. 


He had a lot to say about 


people-to-people 
relationships, 


especially within the family. 
That subject he brought into the 
picture both last night and at an 
earlier meeting yesterday of the 
Tehama County Youth Council. 


One of the most important 


things we do at the Aquarian 
Effort," he said "is to work with 
the family. We try to go with the 
young person to his house and 
conduct what we call a 'family 
bust session'. It's sometimes a 
yelling, 
screaming, 
pot- 


throwing session, but it brings 
out the 
antagonisms 
and 


sometimes even some com- 
pliments. Then we can get down 
to the more important business 
of dealing with the real problem.

$7.48 Billion Tax 
For State Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


Senate Finance Committee has 
placed a $7.48 billion price tax on 
its proposed state budget for the 
year beginning this coming July 
1— a 13 per cent increase over 
spending this year, and 11 per 
cent more than Gov Reagan 
asked for last February. 


Although the proposal of the 


Democratic-controlled com- 
mittee is $743 million above 
Reagan's budget, it would 
require a tax increase of nearly 
$900 million to balance it again. 


That's because estimates of 


revenues from existing taxes 
have been trimmed by $150 
million because of the state's 
slower-than-expected recovery 
from its business recession since 
Reagan introduced his budget. 


The Republican governor's 


bare-bones $6.74 billion budget 
proposal 
was 
delicately 


balanced without new taxes. 


But welfare, state con- 


struction and other programs 
were slashed in that plan, state 
workers were denied cost-of- 


living raises for the first time in 
eight years and local schools 
were denied an "inflation fac- 
tor" in their state support 
budgets. 


All of those programs 
are 


included in the record-high 
budget the Finance Committee 
is scheduled to take a final vote 
on next Tuesday. 


In its final day of three weeks 


of budget hearings Thursday, 
the Finance Committee added 
$6.2 
million to the mental 


hygiene budget and adopted 
budget controls that would force 
the governor to keep all state 
hospitals open or veto the entire 
mental hygiene budget. 


That was sought by Finance 


Committee 
chairman 
Sen. 


Randolph Collier, D-Yreka, to 
block plans to close DeWitt State 
Hospital. 


Committee approval of the 


budget Tuesday would provide 
the one remaining component 
needed for a final budget 
decision next month.

Politics, Not Science 
Is Blamed On 
Drug Administration 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Government decisions on the 
safety of food and drugs are too 
often based on politics rather 
than good science, a blue-ribbon 
advisory committee reports. 


The Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration, hailing the report 
as sound and helpful, said it is 
already implementing com- 
mittee recommendations for 
scientific 
buffers 
against 


economic 
and 
political 


pressures. 


The 
five-man 
panel 
of 


university scientists concluded 
after a year's investigation that 
despite pockets of laboratory 
excellence the FDA is not 
equipped to grapple with many 
of 
the 
difficult, 
technical 


questions 
of 
consumer 


protection 


"It currently faces enormous 


responsibilities 
for consumer 


protection and the public health 
but with limited resources, 
constricted perspective and 
little solid constituency in the 
public or medical and scientific 
establishments," the committee 
said of the FDA. 
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Property Tax Relief 
Gets Top Priority 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — An 


old adage says politics is the art 
of the possible. But for more 
than two years now, tax reform 
politics has amounted to the art 
of making the possible im- 
possible. 


Both 
Democrats 
and 


Republicans have given top 
priority to property tax relief 
and are committed to the idea 
that payroll withholding of state 
income taxes is urgently needed 
to straighten out the state's cash 
flow problem 


And major property tax relief 


plans of both parties would pay 
for the tax relief with almost 
identical packages of higher 
state sales and income taxes, 
higher insurance, bank and 
corporation taxes and smaller 
tax exemptions for capital gains 
and oil depletion. 


Both 
Democrats 
and 


Republicans 
endorse 
the 


minimum income tax, and they 
have only minor differences 
between their rival proposals to 
plug other loopholes for wealthy 
taxpayers. 


Those are all of the important 


parts of tax reform, and a 
majority of lawmakers of both 
parties are ready to vote for any 
reasonable plan that includes 
them. However the measures 
require two-thirds votes in both 
the Senate and Assembly. 


Reagan's $1 billion tax reform 


plan won a comfortable margin 
in the Assembly last year, but it 
was killed by a single vote next 
to the last day of the 1970 session 
by an alliance of 12 Democrats 
and one Republican in the 
Senate. 


Republicans and Democrats 


are further from agreement now 
after five months of negotiations 
in the 1971 session over a $2 
billion a year tax reform plan by 
Democrats. 


Last week Gov Reagan in- 


troduced what he called a 
compromise tax plan, but 
Democrats insist it contained no 
compromises on the part of the 
Republican governor. 


The 
next 
day 
Senate 


Democratic majority leader 
George Moscone of San Fran- 
cisco introduced another tax 
reform plan with all the same 
components except for higher 
sales tax. 


Increased state funds for 


schools — another change most 
Democrats and Republicans 
agree is necessary — has been 
the stumbling block so far. 


The few Democrats who op- 


posed Reagan's tax reform last 
year said it provided no net 
increase in operating funds for 
local schools, although there 
was a proposed shift of over $500 
million in local school support 
from property taxes to in-lieu 
state payments coming from 
sales and income tax money. 


Soviet Union, Egypt 
Sign Friendship, 
Cooperation Treaty 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The Soviet Union and Egypt 


signed a 15-year treaty of 
friendship and cooperation 
Thursday night, renewing their 
close alliance in the wake of 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's purge of his rivals for 
power. 


The pact signed by Sadat and 


visiting President Nikolai 
Podgorny provides for con- 
tinued 
Soviet 
military, 


economic, political and scien- 
tific aid. The two governments 
also pledged "noninterference 
in the internal affairs of each 
other," which would be in- 
terpreted as a Soviet aban- 
donment of the leftist leaders 
ousted and arrested by Sada in 
the recent Egyptian power 
struggle. In the military sphere, 
the Russians promised the 
Egyptians arms and military 
training to enable them to win 
back the Sinai desert from 
Israel. The treaty said arms and 
equipment would be supplied to 
Egypt 
"with 
a 
view 
to 


strengthening its capacity to 
eliminate the consequences of 
aggression as well as increasing 
its ability to stand 
up to 


aggression in general." The two 
governments also pledged to 
"concert their positions" if a 
threat to peace arises. Ob- 
servers in Cairo regarded this 
as a Russian commitment of 
deeper— and perhaps even 
direct — military involvement if 
Egypt and Israel go to war 
again. 


Podgorny and Sadat signed 


the treaty at the end of a three- 
day visit by the Soviet president, 
who was returning to Moscow 
today.

which more than $18 million in 
contracts were awarded to 
private firms by the bureau. 


"Almost one half of SRS's

thermore, they concluded that 
more than a third of the 
justifications offered for making 
the awards without bids were 
"inadequate." 


Most federal contracts up for 


grabs must be advertised in the 
Commerce Business Daily but 
the report says that "60 per cent 
of the contracts reviewed, which 
required publication, weje not 
publicized by, Jhe--Commerce 
Business Daily." Failure to do 
so is illegal.

however, that "SRS neglects to 
issue formal requests for 
proposals on noncompetitive 
procurements. . . Contract files 
contained no evidence that any 
meaningful negotiations were 
conducted." 


And once the contracts are 


awarded, they are supposed to 
be strictly supervised. However, 
the report says: "Postaward 
administration of contracts is 
inadequate and limited to 
processing and payment of 
contractor's 
invoices 
and 


vouchers." 


The investigators discovered 


one case where a contract was 
awarded to a consulting firm 
although its proposal was nearly 
$100,000 more than that of 
another 
firm 
which 
was 


qualified to do the work. 


"There is nothing in the file to 


justify" the selection, the report 
concludes.

one of several which we have 
obtained dealing with slipshod, 
even illegal purchasing prac- 
tices in HEW.

GOVERNMENT 
SNOOPING 


Sen. Sam Ervin's investigaton 


into government snooping has 
produced some disturbing facts. 


His latest discovery is that the 


Defense Department alone has 


accumulated 25 million life 
histories in the course of its 
security investigations. These 
are loaded with derogatory 
comments whispered into ears 
of eager gumshoes. 


The Civil Service Commission 


keeps in its files several more 
million dossiers on people who 
have filed for federal jobs. Even 
the Federal 
Housing Ad- 


ministration receives con- 
fidential reports on the marital 
stability of prospective home 
buyers. 


For reasons 'never explained, 


the State Department's passport 
office keeps a special report of 
passport applicants who have 
been married for than twice. 
The General Services Ad- 
ministration maintains a black- 
list of businessmen who are 
considered poor risks. 


And of course, the FBI is 


constantly checking into the 
backgrounds of persons for one 
reason or another. It has in its 
files an estimated 180 million 
fingerprints, not to mention 
dossiers on tens of thousands of 
suspected security risks and 
crooks. It's no secret that the 
FBI keeps files on controversial 
figures suspected of nothing 
more 
incriminating 
than 


speaking their own mind. 


All the dirt that government 


gumshoes pick up on people is 
swept into dossiers which are 
freely 
exchanged 
between 


federal offices. This gives an 
alarming number of govern- 
ment employes 
access to 


derogatory information about 
fellow citizens. 


Ervin is so concerned about 


the increased use of social 
security members which could 
become the common key to link 
all the promiscuous, inaccurate 
and incomplete information 
about nearly all Americans. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


DOT Doubletalk — The 


Department of Transportation is 
spending hundreds of millions to 
develop mass transit, but at the 
same time it quietly subsidizes 
and encourages its employes to 
drive to work. The taxpayer is 
now forking over more than 
$500,000 a year so 1,800 DOT 
permit holders can get cut-rate 
parking in the three-level un- 
derground garage below the 
department's Washington 
headquarters. Until recently, 
DOT workers had to pay $35 
dollars a month for a parking 
permit. Now they pay only $7.60 
The government pays the rest. 
Result: more congested high- 
ways, more auto pollution and a 
greater need for mass tran- 
sportation. 


Airlift—The federal goj 


ment picked up the flight tax the 
other day for toostate National 
Guard generals'and their wives 
attending a non-official pow- 
wow in Santa Fe. The brass hats 
and their ladies not only flew for 
free, but they used at least 45 
National Guard planes for the 
trip. The occasion was the 
convention of the National 
Adjutants General Association, 
a private, non-government 
group. Estimated travel costs: 
1225,000.

High Interest Called Dangerous

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


resurgence of interest rates is 
threatening to collapse the 
nation's securities markets and 
smother economic recovery, a 
highly respected financial ad- 
viser has told the Nixon ad- 
ministration. 


John Winthrop Wright, who 


advises many of the nation's 
largest brokers and close to 
1,000 banks, as well as handling 
directly hundreds of millions of 
dollars in investments, com- 
pared the situation to the 1930s. 


"This is exactly what hap- 


pened then," he said in an in- 
terview. "I can't imagine they'd 
be so stupid as to permit it 
again," he said in reference to 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
which has considerable power 
over interest rates. 


Wright said the threatened 


collapse "is a danger which I do 
not presently predict," but 
which could occur at any time if 


the administration permits the 
trend to continue. 


The Fed, Wright said, was 


being "sucked in" by European 
central bankers who have a 
tradition of higher rates and who 
argue that such rates must be 
used by the United States to 
redress its balance of payments 
deficit. 


"The whole history of the 


United 
States 
is 
one of 


reasonable interest costs. They 
built this country. They're the 
reason why he went ahead of 
Europe," Wright said. He 
branded the deficit "made in 
Europe" and said the dollar was 
sound. 


Interest rates on high grade 


long-term corporate bonds have 
now reached 8.25 per cent 
compared to a 15-year average 
of 5. Wright said they must drop 
to 6 per cent, and that home 
mortgages must come down to 6 
per cent from about 7.6. 


Wright said he has hopes that 


the threat of collapse will not 
become a reality because he is 
convinced that the Fed and the 
administration will see the light. 
But he insisted that time was 
short. 


In a letter to Treasury 


Secretary John B. Connally, 
Wright said high interest costs 
"now constitute the greatest 
present danger to the U. S. 
economy, American securities 
values and the Nixon ad- 
ministration."

structural engineers that we 
must take a new look at the 
codes," he said. 


The Olive View Hospital, built 


at a cost of $25 million and 
dedicated only a few months 
before, was destroyed in the 
February quake. 


Shortly after the earthquake, 


the 
National Academy of 


Sciences 
issued a 
report 


recommending that building 
codes be strengthened in ear- 
thquake-prone areas. 


Degenkolb was particularly 


critical of the failure of building 
codes 
to 
require 
that 


mechanical equipment such as 
boilers and power generators be 
able to withstand earthquakes. 


"Two of the deaths in Olive 


View Hospital resulted from the 
lack of power in the intensive 
care rooms — not from the 
direct effect of the earthquake 
by crushing," Degenkolb said.

Running With Joy 


Many of us are apt to think of the Bible characters as always standing still, making great 


declarations, or at most as walking sedately. Yet, in fact, the Bible is full of men in a hurry, men 
running. 


We have no record of Christ Jesus running. He had no need to . Understanding and demon- 


strating divine omnipresence, he was always just where he needed to be. He set the ultimate 
standard of instant transportation. 


But others ran. Abraham and Aaron ran. David ran. Elijah and Elisha ran. Zacchaeus ran. 


Peter and John ran. Philip and Paul and Barnabas ran. The women ran, too — Rebekah and 
Rachel, and Mary with news of the empty tomb. 


What lay behind this running? Enthusiasm, eagerness, zest, zeal? Yes, all of these; and im- 


portant qualities they are. Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder of Christian Science, in 
listing what constitutes men and women, put zeal high. She writes ("The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, and Miscellany," p. 259): "Do not forget that an honest, wise zeal, a lowly, triumphant 
trust, a true heart, and a helping hand constitute man, and nothing less is man or woman." 


To be effective zeal must be wise. The rich young man who ran to Jesus in search of eternal 


life had not prepared himself to pay the price. When told to sell all and give to the poor, he turned 
away sorrowful. His eager running ended in disappointment. 


Zeal must also have patience. The writer of the letter to the Hebrews says (12:1): "Let us 


run with patience the race that is set before us." Any cross-country runner will recognize that 
sound advice. Penetrating undergrowth, laboriously dragging his feet out of a slough, wading a 
fast-flowing stream, he soon learns the need for patient persistence. 


And so with life. To achieve anything our enthusiasm must be supported by wisdom and 


patience. We must have the wisdom to prepare ourselves, to develop skills, undergo training, and 
the patience to stay with our purposes. 


But can we have wisdom and patience without losing joy — joy which is so vital an element in 


enthusiasm? 


While we regard ourselves as physical mortals in a material universe, dragged down by its 


gravity, obstruction?, and limitations, joy may seem hard to keep. But Christian Science teaches 
that in his true natu/e man is a spiritual idea, dwelling in the infinite intelligence of Mind, which is 
God. When we identify ourselves as children of this Father, as ideas of this Mind, we are 
progVessively freed from the weights of matter. Then we can express at the same time enthusiasm 
'and joy, wisdom and patience. 


The Apostle Paul wrote (Philippians 3:13,14): "Forgetting those things which are behind, and 


reaching forth unto those things which are before, I press toward the mark." As we do this and 
press toward the goals set us by God, we join the great company of Bible men and women who 
moved swiftly in service to God and their fellows.

HERE'S A NICE FIVE-POUND SHAD 


I have felt compelled to talk a little bit about Shad being the run 


is upon us and I have been asked by numerous anglers about the 
history of Shad. Many people don't know what Shad are and how 
they got here. 


Well, in 1871, Seth Green of the U. S. Fish Commission, tran- 


splanted 10,000 Shad fry in eight 12 gallon tin cans from the Hudson 
River to the Sacramento River. The fish were carried all the way 
across the United States via very rough means. 


The fish were planted in our own Sacramento River at Tehama. 


In the next nine years, plants totaling 574,000 fry were made. Now, 
Shad are found in our coastal streams from Mexico to Alaska. It all 
started at Tehama. 


The American Shad (Alosa sapidissima) is a member of the 


herring family. It has a single spineless dorsal fin near the middle 
of its back and forked tail. Shad are easily identified by the five or 
six round black spots under the scales on his sides and the belly. 


The head is somewhat small with no scales. The Shad normally 


is under 30 inches long and weighs in the one to five pound range. 
Fish from six to 13 pounds have been taken but are rare. Scott 
Spencer took two six and a half pounders in one day last year below 
the diversion dam. Denzel Dana of Los Molinos had one in his boat 
one time that looked to be over seven pounds.

Shad like Steelhead are an anadromous fish. Little is known 


about their Me except that it spends between two and five years in 
the ocean and then returns to coastal streams to spawn in April, 
May, 
June and July. 


The Shad spawns between four and five times in its lifetime, 


and the time of spawning seems to be determined by the tem- 
perature of the water. On the east coast the largest runs occur in 
November, i 


The Shad spawn in clear open water section of pools and riffles 


with sand or gravel bottoms. The eggs are left in the open water 
with no parental care and hatch in about one week. The Shad is a 
plankton eater which reduces any competition with other fish in our 
coastal streams. This is the probable reason for its success in this 
area. On the west coast the fry hatch in the spring and summer and 
remain in fresh water until fall when they run to sea. 


In California, the main runs are in our own Sacramento River 


where the Shad fishing has been getting better each year due to 
various reasons. Other streams include the American, Feather, 
Yuba, Klamath, Trinity and San Joaquin Rivers. 


All popular methods are used in taking Shad. Probably the 


deadliest method, however, is the old standby Shad flies which 
seem to attract the fish more than any other presentation.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The California Supreme Court 
has struck down a law banning 
lady bartenders, saying the 
pedestal upon which women are 
placed is too often revealed as a 
cage. 


In a unanimous decision, the 


court ruled Thursday that the 
law violates the U. S. Con- 
stitution's equal protection 
clause. 


The court also said the law 


transgresses on the explicit ban 
in the state constitution against 
disqualifying 
any 
person 


because of sex from "entering 
or pursuing a lawful business, 
vocation or profession." 


Women should not be excluded 


from bartending "for their own 
safety," but should be permitted 
to take their chances along with 
men when they are otherwise 
qualified for the job, Associated 
Justice Raymond E. Veters said, 


"Such tender and chivalrous

into legal restrictions on em- 
ployment 
opportunities for 


women," Peters said of the 1936 
law.

for the whole family to get into," 
he said. And he really knockel 
television as a prime factor in 
breaking down family com- 
munications, dubbing the dinner 
hour no more than a "pit stop 
between programs." 


Better family 
relationships 


are a possible "positive alter- 
native to drugs," Juhl said. He 
said a positive alternative to 
drugs is an absolute necessity if 
the user is to get away from his 
dependence. 
He admitted, 


though, that such alternatives 
are often hard to find, especially 
among heroin addicts whom he 
termed "very difficult people to 
deal with." 


"One of the worst 
things 


happening now among young 
people," Juhl noted, "is the lack 
of a dream. There's a feeling of 
lostness — they're really not a 
part of anything. 


"We tell our childrren they're 


the brightest, best educated, 
most aware kids ever produced, 
and at the top of a boy's list of 
responsibilities is mowing the 
lawn. The kind of fight needed in 
the depression era has been 
taken away from the kids.*' 


"When you've got nothing else 


to challenge you," Juhl pointed 
out, "cliff-hanging is a pretty 
groovy thing. They're not trying 
to commit suicide when they 
drop 10 to 15 reds, they're just 
trying to push themselves to the 
edge. It's exciting.' 


When asked what can be done 


about the problems of drug 
abuse among youth, and adults, 
Juhl stressed there is no one 
answer to any two problems. 
Each must be approached on a 
completely individual basis and 
treated individually. 


More specifically for Red 


Bluff 
he did have a few 


suggestions, though. 


Asked what he would consider 


the greatest priorities here, he 
said first to "make as many 
people as possible aware of the 
realities. Not m a way that will 
panic them, but the facts as they 
are. 


"Then try to get something, 


somewhere, where the people 
can get an alternative — a place 
where parents and kids can get 
together and talk (noting that 
may often mean parents talking 
with youngsters other than their 
own and vice versa). 


"Learn to get along," he said. 


"Learn to interact. We've 
forgotten how to talk*with*each 
other. We spend too much time 
taling 'to' each other." 


"Just take the time," he 


urged. "That hour used with 
quality can make the difference 
in real trouble for your kid. 


"And," he said in closing, "if

Cell Damage From Malnutrition 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The brain cells of an infant 
suffering severe malnutrition 
soon after birth will be reduced 
permanently in number, a 
Cornell University researcher 
reports. 


Evidence also suggests that 


prenatal 
malnutrition can 


curtail the normal rate of cell 
division in all feta! organs, in- 
cluding the brain. Dr. Myron 


Winick told a symposium on 
"Infant at Risk" Thursday. 


But no one really knows, Dr. 


Winick said, whether 
the 


reduced number of brain cells 
are reflected in impaired brain 
function or if cell damage can be 
reversed 
by 
correcting 


nutrition. 


The symposium was spon- 


sored by the Mt. Zion Hospital 
and Medical Center and the 


National Foundation — March 
of Dimes. 


Dr. 
Joshua 
Lederberg, 


Stanford University geneticist, 
said one major 
effect of 


malnutrition is infant mortality. 


Mothers 
who 
are 


malnourished often bear babies 
prematurely and these babies 
suffer a high frequency of early 
deaths or birth defects, he said.

The community developed 


goals for elementary education, 
which were approved by the 
elementary 
faculties 
and 


adopted by the Elementary 
Board of Trustees, place great 
emphasis upon the need for 
individualized instruction. 


Individualized 
instruction 


centers upon the single child 
rather than upon the entire 
grade level group. Therefore, in 
addition to modifying methods 
of instruction and programs to 
fit individual needs, methods of 
evaluation 
must 
also 
be 


modified 


This is not to say that children 


will not be measured as a group 
against s>tate and national 
norms. Standardized ability and 


achievement tests will still be 
used for this purpose. 


The 
most 
significant 


evaluation, however, will be on 
an individualized basis. First, 
the teacher will set performance 
objectives appropriate to the 
age and grade level of the child. 
Then the child will be pretested 
to determine his present per- 
formance level in relation to the 
performance objectives. 


Next, learning activities 


appropriate to the individual 
child will be prescribed and the 
child will work in his areas of 
need at a pace appropriate to his 
ability. 


At the end of any given unit of 


work, the child's work will be re- 
evaluated to determine the 
progress he has made toward 
reaching the performance ob- 
jectives and he will be re-taught 
as needed. 


At the same time this more 


formal testing will be in 
progress, the child will be in- 
formally tested by teacher 
observation and assistance m 
much the same way that 
teachers are presently checking 
on the progress of their students. 


The chief difference lies in 


individualize tion. The child is 
principally measured against 
himself, not an impersonal 
standard 
that may either 


discourage him or inhibit his 
progress. 
" In addition to modifying the 
methods of evaluating the in- 
dividual and the group, the 
methods of evaluation 
the 


general school program will also 
be modified to a certain extent.

spend a year here. She will be 
enrolled at Red Bluff High 
School. 


Two Red Bluff young people, 


Marlene Krahenbuhl and Larry 
Lipparelli, have been nominated 
by the local committee for 
placement overseas, but no final 
word on their selection has been 
received as yet. 


The ICYE program in Red 


Bluff is sponsored by six church 
congregations and is supported 


by contributions trom many of 
the city's lodges and service 
clubs. A governing committee, 
made up of two representatives 
of each of the six congregations, 
undertakes 
to 
raise 
ap- 


proximately $1,800 a year to 
cover the cost of one two-way 
exchange. For the current year, 
if both local nominees 
are 


chosen to go abroad, they will 
share the additional expense. 


More host families are being 


sought since ICYE has a com- 
mitment to place approximately 
100 additional foreign students 
in American homes. Costs for 
placement of one student in this 
country is $700, and part of this 
can be met by a grant from 
ICYE headquarters in New 
York. 


Sponsoring congregations in 


Red Bluff include those of First 
Baptist, Sacred Heart Catholic,. 
First Christian, St. Peter's 
Episcopal, United Methodist, 
and the Presbyterian churches. 
The program has been in con- 
tinuous operation in Red Bluff 
for the past five years. 


Cable TV May Be 
Used For Voting 


PALO ALTO (AP) — More 


voting by mail is likely in the 
near future and for the distant 
future and for the distant future 
balloting will be by pushing 
buttons on two-way cable 
television sets, California's 
secretary of state predicts. 


Edmund G. Brown Jr. told the 


annual meeting of the County 
Clerks 
Association 
here 


Thursday the present voting 
system is costly and "rapidly 
becoming obsolete." 


"Fewer than half of our adult 


citizens bother to cast ballots," 
Brown said, "and this tragic 
situation will not improve until 
better and innovative election 
procedures are developed." 


Most California households 


will have cable TV by 1980, 
Brown said. Newspapers are 
making plans to distribute by 
facsimile transmitted over 
cable TV. and grocery chains to 
receive orders punched by the 
housewife on a kitchen console. 


"The combination of cable 


television and sophisticated 
computers is likely to transform 
the way we buy and sell mer- 
chandise, receive our en- 
tertainment and even the way 
we vote," the secretary of state 
siad. 


Voting by two-way TV would 


save hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every election year, 
Brown said. "We would no 
longer have to employ workers 
at each polling place or print 
millions of ballots. . . we could 
utilize a pre-existing electronic 
network." 


Brown said many senior 


citizens have written to him that 
it is difficult for them to get to 
the polls. 


He said a mail voting system 


or major expansion 
of the 


present 
absentee 
ballot 


procedure probably will be put 
into operation and "will in- 
crease the number of citizens 
who participate in our elec- 
tions." 


Major Train Disaster 
Kills Schoolchildren 


WUPPERTAL, 
Germany 


(AP) — Forty schoolchildren 
and five adults were killed 
Thursday night in the worse 
train wreck in West German 
history. 


Railroad officials said that at 


least 24 other persons were 
seriously injured in the head-on 
collision of a special two-coach 
passenger train and a freight. 


• The two trains crashed into 
each other on a single-track line 
between the Wuppertal suburbs 
of Oberbarmen and Radevorm- 
wald. The freight train engineer 
who 
was 
not 
hurt, 
told 


authorities he had gotten a go- 
ahead signal from a station 
master 
up the line, but the 


station master denied giving 
such a signal. 


Railroad officials suspended 


the station master, and an in- 
vestigation into the cause of the 
wreck was under way. 


The boys and girls in the 


wreck were 15 and 16 years old, 
seniors at the Radevormwalder 
junior school. They 
were 


returning from a study tour of 


the North German city of 
Bremen. 


Killed with them were two of 


their teachers, a chaperone and 
two railroad employes. 


The children had traveled 


from Bremen to Wuppertal in a 
regular passenger train and 
then changed to the diesel 
coaches known colloquially as 
railbuses. 


Officials said the freight train 


was on a regularly scheduled 
run from Radevormwald to 
Wuppertal, and the passenger 
coaches were headed in the 
opposite direction. The collision 
occurrred shortly after 9 p.m. 


The freight made a scheduled 


stop at the small station of 
Dahlerau, where the line has 
two sets of tracks to permit two- 
way traffic. The engineer said 
he took a sign from the station 
master as the signal to pull out, 
but the station master denied 
giving any such signal. 


He told authorities he tried in 


vain to signal the freight to halt, 
then alerted all rescue stations 
along the line of the impending 
collision.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's 
newest 
culture 


showcase, the John F. Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts, 
has opened its doors for the first 
time: a high-society preview 
viewing party to benefit the 
disadvantaged. 


Some 3,500 persons paid $40 or 


$100 each Thursday night to 
attend the party. Money will be 
used to make the Kennedy 
Center accessible to the young, 
old and poor, beginning with the 
Sept. 8 premiere of an orchestral 
work by Leonard Bernstein. 


The National Cultural Center 


was renamed the Kennedy 
Center two months after the 
death of President John F. 
Kennedy. His brother, Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, said at the 
preview: "This center is not 
only magnificent, but 
the 


significance of it is what hap- 
pens inside of it. What is terribly 
important now is that we have 
creativity here. And it's im- 
portant that money be raised 
like tonight so that people who 
don't have much money can 
attend." 


Looking around the center, 


where, unlike the culture cen- 
ters in Los Angeles and New 
York, all the halls are under one

Agriculture Department official 
has challenged a senator's 
charge that consumers arp 
being sold beef contaminated 
with a cancer-causing chemical. 


Richard E. Lyng, assistant 


secretary of agriculture, said 
Thursday no red meat con- 
taining detectable levels of 
diethylstilbesterol-DES- has 
reached the market. 


DES, a synthetic hormone 


used to fatten cattle, has been 
found 
to cause cancer in 


laboratory animals. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., said earlier this week that 
between 100,000 and 150,000 
cattle with DES residues are 
being slaughtered each year 
because the Food and Drug 
Administration has refused to 
ban the hormone 


L\r,g who did not mention 


Proxmire by name, said those 
figures may have been reached 
by inaccurately projecting test 
samplings. He said of 30.9 
million head of cattle inspected 
and passed last year, 192 were 
tested for DES and only one 
showed traces of the hormone in 
the liver but not in the red meat. 


Most of the test animals, Lyng 


said, "were suspect to start 
with, picked from herds where 
we thought the producers might 
not have followed the Food and 
Drug 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s 


requirement to withdraw the 
drug 48 hours before slaughter." 


A new program begun this 


year will sample 6,000 animals 
annually, for DES, he added.

"Students" are being ordered to 
ta>ke a class at the University of 
California. 


They're picked by judges tired 


of seeing the same old faces 
among 
perennial 
driver- 


drinkers. 


After 1,600 such repeaters 


were hauled before them last 
year, four El Cajon municipal 
judges 
working 
with 
the 


university arranged for ex- 
tension school classes in the 
courthouse. 


Forty persons are permitted 


in each of the 21/i-hour sessions. 
In the first, each writes about 
the 12 hours before arrest. 


A woman, usually one of 12 or 


15 in each class, often starts out, 
"My husband and I were 
quarreling and I had to get out of 
the house. . . " 


A discussion of personal 


problems and films about people 
under the influence of alcohol 
follow. In the final session, each 
student usually is asked to write 
how he plans to avoid drunken 
driving in the future. 


Says Bob Moore, a lecturer in 


human behavior from the 
university: 
"There's 
no 


preaching, no moralizing." 


The fines still are levied — up 


to $300, plus costs, and man- 
datory five-day jail terms for 
repeat offenses — but the fines 
usually are lowered when the 
motorists convicted of drunken 
driving pay their tuition and 
complete 
the 
course. 


Arrangements were worked out 


with San Diego County highway 
officials, a San Diego State 
College health and safety expert 
and Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Dr. Richard Yoder, assistant 


professor 
of 
community 


medicine at UC's school of 
medicine, says stiff fines and 
even prison terms have failed to 
deter drivers from taking to the 
road. 


"Whatever we've been doing 


in the past, we have failed to 
stem the growing tide of drunk 
driving convictions," Yoder 
added. 


The nation's traffic deaths are 


climbing toward 60,000 annually 
with property damage ex- 
ceeding a billion dollars — and 
more than half of the accidents 
involve drinking, with at least 
one fourth of all 
convicted 


drunken drivers going back for 
new convictions, said Yoder. 


The students are shown how 


alcohol can affect their physical 
and psychological performance, 
how it distorts a driver's sense 
of time and his reactions and 
perception, Yoder said.
